FIRST DAY 


CoUNCIL CHAMBER, 
CHEYENNE, Wyo., January 10, 1882. \ 

At twelve o’clock M. this day, Hon. E. S. N. Morgan, Secretary 
of the Territory of Wyoming, appeared in the Council Chamber 
and called the Council to order. The Hon. Secretary then pro- 
ceeded to call the roll of the members elected to the Council of 
the Seventh Legislative Assembly of Wyoming Territory, when 
it was found that the following gentlemen were present, viz.: 

From Albany County—llons. Robert Galbraith, Ora Haley 
and I. P. Caldwell. 

From Carbon County—Hions. Perry L. Smith and A. F. Harer. 

From Sweetwater County—Ifon. T. W. Quinn. 

From Laramie County—Hons. W. W. Corlett, Thomas Stur- 
gis, W. C. Irvine and A. H. Reel. 

From Uinta County—Hons. W. A. Hocker and H. A. Man. 

The Hon. Secretary then informed the Council that there was 
a quorum present and that the first business in order would be 
the election of a temporary president, and thereupon, on motion 
of Hon. Robt. Galbraith, of Albany county, the Hon. T. W. 
Quinn, of Sweetwater county, was elected temporary president 
of the Council, who came to the president’s desk, and in appro- 
priate remarks expressed his appreciation of the honor conferred

upon him by the Council, and expressed the hope that a perma- 
nent organization of the Council might be speedily and satisfac- 
torily completed, and thereafter, on motion of Hon. W. W. 
Corlett, of Laramie county, J. R. Whitehead was elected tem- 
porary secretary of the Council. 

Hon. Thomas Sturgis then moved that a committee of three 
be appointed by a “president, Whose duty it shall be to wait 
upon the Hon. Jas. B. Sener, Chief Justice of W yoming, and 
request him to RRA the oath of ottice to the members of 
the Couneil, which motion was unanimously adopted, and the 
president appointed as such committee Hons. Thomas Sturgis, 
WA. Hoeker and Perry L. Smith. 

The comuuttee above named having performed the duty 
assigned them, returned to the Council chamber accompanied by 
Chief Justice James B. Sener, Who then proceeded to administer 
the oath of office, known as the iron- a oath, to the following 
members of the Council, viz.: Hons. W. Corlett, Thomas 
Sturgis, W. C. Irvine, uv T. Reel, Rol Galbraith, Ora Haley, 
L P. Caldwell, P. L. Sunth, ui. F.  Harer We aks Hocker, and H. 
A. Man 

The Hon. Chef Justice then proceeded to administer the 
modified form of the oath of office to the Hon. T. W. Quinn, 
member elect from Sweetwater county. 

Hon. Perry L. Smith, of Carbon Neounty, then moved that the 
Council do now adjourn, whereupon Hon. W. W. Corlett, with 
the consent of the member trom Carbon, sent to the secretary’s 
desk the following resolution, which was read, viz.: 

Resolred, That the Council do now adjourn until 1) a. m. to- 
mMOrrow, at which time the permanent organization ofthe Council 
and choice of permanent officers shall be proceeded with, and 
said resolution was unanimously adopted. 


SECOND DAY. 


CoUNCIL CHAMBER, 
CHEYENNE, Wyo., January 10, 1882. | 


Council met pursuant to adjournment, all the members being 
present. 

The journal of yesterday was then read and approved. 

The Hon. W. A. Hocker, cf Uinta county, then offered the 
following resolution, viz.: 

That the members of this Council now proceed to the choice of 
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scats in this chamber, which shall be done in the following man- 
ner: That five slips of paper of equal size and appearance be 
prepared by the clerk, having written on each the name of one 
of the following counties: Laramie, Albany, Carbon, Sweetwater 
and Uinta; that said slips then be placed in a hat and well 
shaken and mixed by the presiding officer; that the chief clerk 
be then securely blindfolded, whereupon he shall draw in succes- 
sion the said slips from the hat, and the delegations from said 
counties shall select their seats in the order in which the name 
of the county is arawn from the hat. 

Which resolution was unanimously adopted, and the president 
appointed the Hons. W. W. Corlett and W. A. Hocker to super- 
intend the drawing as contemplated by the resolution, after 
which the drawing was had and the members chose their seats 
in accordance with the provisions of the resolution and the 
drawing made under it. 

On motion of Hon. W. A. Hocker a committee\of fiyé was ap- 
pointed, consisting of one member from each c y, for the 
purpose of examining and reporting upon the credentials of the 
members of this Council. 

The president appointed as such committee Hons. W. A. Hock- 
er, P. L. Smith, Thomas Sturgis, I. P. Caldwell and T. W. 
Quinn. 

On motion of W. A. Hocker the Council took a recess until 
2 p.m. this day. 


AFTERNOON SESSION—2 P. M. 


Council was called to order by the president, all the members 
being present. 

Whereupon the committee on credentials made the following 
report, Viz.:

CHEYENNE, January 11, 1882. 
Which report was adopted. 
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On motion of W. W. Corlett, the secretary was instructed to 
amend the journal of yesterday so as to show that the Hon. A> 
H. Reel was sworn and present in this Council yesterday, and 
Hon. W. W. Corlett then moved that the regular order of busi- 
ness be taken up, which is the election of permanent officers for 
this Council, which motion was carried, and the Hon. W. W. 
Corlett moved that the Hon. W. A. Hocker, of Uinta county, be 
elected president of this Council, which motion was unanimously 
adopted, and the president declared the Hon. W. A. Hocker, of 
Uinta county, duly elected as president of the Council. 

Mr. Hocker then addressed the Council, thanking them for the 
honor sought to be conferred upon him, and stated that for 
reasons best known to himself he must decline to accept the 
position to which he had been elected, and in conclusion placed 
in nomination the name of Hon. I. P. Caldwell, of Albany- 
county, for the office of president of this Council, who was then 
unanimously élected to said office of president of the Council 

The chair then appointed Hons. W. W. Corlett and W. A. 
Hocker as a committee to escort the newly elected president to 
the chair. 

The committee having performed this duty, the president 
addressed the Council, stating in appropriate terms his thanks 
and appreciation for the honor conferred. 

On motion of Hon. W. W. Corlett, J. R. Whitehead was elect- 
ed chief clerk of the Council. 

On motion of Hon. P. L. Smith, John M. Findley was elected 
sergeant-at-arms and doorkeeper of the Council. 

On motion of Hon. Ora Haley, Henry H. Richards was elected 
enrolling and engrossing clerk of the Council, and Lewis Zoll- 
man was elected messenger of the Council. 

On motion of Hon. Thomas Sturgis, the Rev. C. M. Sanders 
was elected chaplain of the Council. 

Mr. Sturgis then offered the following resolution, viz.:

That a joint committee consisting of three members, of whom 
one shall be selected by the Council and two by the House of 
Representatives, be appointed to wait upon His Excellency, the 
Governor of the Territory, and notify him that both houses are 
now organized and are ready to receive any communication he 
may desire to make. 

Which resolution was unanimously adopted and transmitted to 
the House for its adoption. 

The Hon. W. W. Corlett then offered the following joint reso- 
lution, entitled C. J. R. No. 2: 


Be it resolved by the Council of the Legislative Assembly of Wyoming 
Territory, the House of Representatives concurring: 


That a joint committee consisting of five members, of whom 
two shall be chosen by the Council and three by the House of 
Representatives, be appointed to investigate the question as to 
what, if any other minor officers are necessary to enable the two 
houses to proceed expeditiously with the transaction of its busi- 
ness, and if so, what officers are thus needed and what compensa- 
tion shall be paid them, with power to report at any time by bill 
or otherwise. 

Which resolution was unanimously adopted and transmitted to

The journal of the proceedings of this Council on the 11th inst. 
was then read and approved, when it was ascertained _that there 
was an omission in the journal, which failed to show the action of

Mr. Corlett then arose and addressed the Council upon a ques- 


_ tion of privilege, substantially as follows, viz: 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., Feb. 10, 1882. 
Mr. President: 

I deem it due to myself, and especially my friends, to make a 
statement personal to myself and involving as to myself a ques- 
tion of privilege, as it relates to my character as a member of 
this body. Because of my action as a member of this Council in 
a certain matter, [ have been assailed by the newspapers of this 
city as having made false statements in this Council to control its 
action, or merely for effect, that I have been false to caucus 
pledges, and have been influenced by improper motives, because 
Tam attorney for the U. P. Ry. Co. 

It has been alleged that my statement that there was a judg- 
ment in a mandamus suit in this county in favor of the C. ©. R. 
R. and against the county for $150,000 of bonds. In answer to 
that permit me to say that I examined the records on the morn- 
ing before I made my speech in this Council, and certainly found 
that a peremptory writ of mandamus had been issued in that 
cause commanding the county commissioners to issue said bonds. 
My examination was hastily made to get those facts, but the rec- 
ord is public; anybody can examine for himself as to the truth of 
my statement. l do not wish to deceive any member of this 
body. IfTam not correct asto that matter, I beg of you, gentle- 
men to examine the matter for yourselves, and if you find I am 
wrong nobody will be readier than I to correct the statement. 

As to the matter of having pledged myself to support H. B. 
No. 18, commonly known as the R. R. bill I have to say that 
previous to the preparation of the bill I was consulted by a prom- 
inent citizen here, an advocate of the measure, who informed me 
that a bill of the general scope of the one afterwards cousidered 
here would suit the railroad company; that he had explained the 
situation to them, and that as the general sentiment favored the 
entire repeal of the law, he had convinced the railway authorities 
that it would be best to agree to a modification of it in the terms 
of H. B. No. 13. He said he was friendly to the railroad com- 
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pany, and for that reason had proposed such modification to 
avoid an entire repeal. I made no question of the correctness of 
the statement, but said I was opposed to voting for subsidies in 
any ease and did not see how I could vote for that portion of the 
proposed bill which provided expressly for the issue of new 
bonds. This same gentleman afterwards brought me a draft of 
the proposed bill and requested me to shape it as I thought it 
ought to be technically, so as to express the meaning of the. bill 
as already. drawn. I did so, not dreaming or suspecting that this 
was a trick to commit me to the provisions of the bill. After- 
wards, at the request of my colleague, Mr. Sturgis, I went to his 
office to attend a caucus of the Laramie county delegation. Quite 
a number were present and considerable informal talk took 
place, but while I was there the proposed bill was not there, and 
hence its terms as finally fixed upon were not known. Ih that 
informal talk I expressed myself as satisfied with the provisions 
of the bill, as I understood it was to be finally drawn, except as 
to the section providing for the issue of new bonds. I distinctly 
recollect saying to the members that while I was disposed to aid 
the bill I reserved the right to determine whether I could vote 
for a bill granting a snbsidy to a railroad. 


This expression of satisfaction on my part. with the first sec- 
tions of the bill was, of course, predicated upon the statement 
oft repeated to me that the U. P, Ry. Co. not only could build 
the 100 miles of railroad in one year, but were entirely willing 
that the limitation should be put in the bill. I have subsequent- 
ly found those representations to me to be incorrect as a matter 
of fact. : 

In answer to the statement that the friends of H. B. No. 13 
supposed up to the moment that the bill came up for considera- 
tion that I was to support it, I simply wish to state that Judge 
Carey spent the evening of thë 6th inst. with me until about 12 
o'clock midnight, laborirg with me to induce me to support the 
bill without amendment. To him I stated my objections frankly 
and fully, and I remember as he left me he requested me in a 
beseeching vein to vote for the bill without amendment. I 
promised him to consider the matter. The following evening 
Hon. F. E. Warren labored with me for from one to two hours 
to induce me to support the bill without amendment. I told him 
I should offer an amendment to increase the time named in the 
bil. He besought me to consider the question. I promised to 
do so, but nothing further. 

The Bartlett notice of the action of the caucus was handed to 
me in the Council just as the bill was coming up in the Council 
for action. I immediately began inditing a reply, which 1 could 
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not finish before the first section of the bill was read. I never 
before knew that said caucus had adopted any resolution, much 
less what its terms were. The Bartlett letter to me was dated 
on the 7th inst., but as already stated, not handed me until the 
8th inst. What the purpose of this proceeding was whether a 
a species of trickery or not, I leave to others to say. And finally, 
I wish to say that there was no question of principle involved 
between the friends of the bill and myself’ as to the time to be 
given to build 100 miles of railroad. They said one year is 
enough time—all that the company wants. When I found one 
year was not enough time and that all the company asked was 
two years time, I exercised my right in favor of the latter period. 

As to my opposition to the 8d section of the bill I have only 
to say that so far as I know, the U. P. Ry. Co. found no fault 
with that provision. My objection is based upon the grounds 
previously indicated, and has no reference to the desires of the 
U. P. Ry. Co in the premises

Said bonds when issued to said company in accordance with 
the provisions of this act are hereby declared to be, and are 
hereby constituted valid and binding obligations on said county. 

There shall be annually levied by the board of the county 
commissioners of said county on all taxable property therein an 
assessment suflicient to pay off and dischatge the interest due on 
said bonds, and for the purpose of paying the principal of said 
bonds when the same shall become due and payable, and said 
taxes shall be collected in the same manner as other county 
taxes and paid into the county treasury by the collector of taxes.
